Friends of democracy have reason to 
thrill with pride at the achievement of the 
allies on the western front. British and 
French have in turn smashed through, and 
dealt the Germans a blow which must have 


an effect on even so powerful a force as 
the Teutonic fighting machine. German 
losses in men and guns have been tremen- 
dous, and the loss of Terrain is sufficient to 
be discouraging to the German troops, led 
to believe that they were to be conquerors 
of the earth and points south.

The way to that 
complete victory may be long, is bound to 
he costly, but it should be worth the price, 
for it will eliminate a world = menace,
